27, ran amons the 
troops, calling upon them to cease re- 
sistance, and declaring that the of- 
ficers advised surrender.

these statements were absolutely false, 
and add: 


"The person who spreads such an 


alarm is either an enemy in our uni- 
form or one o£ our own troops who is 
disloyal and a traitor, or one of our

should be shot on the spot. In battle,

breakfast. Then we proceeded on our 
long trip and finally entered the for- 
est through the mountains. The scenes 
of nature through this district 
were 


most beautiful and were enjoyed by 
the entire party to their fullest-extent. 


The surface of the road in the forest 


was excellent, but the thoroughfare i*> 
very narrow and contains 
numerous 


dangerous curves. In going over this 
road one has to be mighty careful and 
not drive over 15 miles an hour if he 
cares for h!s life. In the-wilderness 
of the Pine Tree state we covered a 
distance of 45 miles without seeing one 
dwelling, and often we thought wh:**. 
would happen if \ve should meet with 
an accident, so far away from any liv-. 
ing soul, but we were consoled by the 
fact that at about every five miles 
there was a telephone box to;be used 
in case of forest fires, but which could 
also be utilized by tourists in distress. 
We pushed along and finally reached 
the beautiful summer resort known as 
Lake Parlin, where there is a fine hotel 
for the accommodation of excursion- 
ists. We stopped at Lake Parlin inn 
and were served a bountiful dinner. 
We had 33 more miles to go before 
striking the nearest town and this 
proved to be. the meanest stretch of 
road of the entire trip, for it wa? 
through a lumber camp district and 
men were engaged in building the 
road. It took us four hours to covsr 
3S miles and on many occasions our 
machine 
was 
almost 
overturned. 


Through that district we were inter- 
ested to see hundreds of woodchoppera 
enjoying- themselves near their camps, 
playing 
quoits and 
other 
outdoor 


games. 


We finally succeeded in getting out 


of tho woods without any mishap and 
then we crossed the line at Jackman. 
The latter place Is in Maine, and of 
course, is supposed to be bone dry, 
but that is only a supposition, for the 
so-called Line-House, which is 
built 


partly in Canada and partly in Maine, 
is doing a thriving business in selling 
liquor. If one enters the building in 
that portion, which is located in 'the 
state of Maine, he is served in Maine 
and if he enters through Canada, he 
is served in the dominion, and there 
Is no one to interfere in one country or 
the other. After leaving Jackman we 
followed as far as Beauceville, where 
we spent the night at the beautiful lit- 
tle country hotel, which is located on 
the banks of the Chaudiere river, a 
very inoffensive stream at this time of 
the year, but one "which raises havoc in 
the early spring. Last spring the wa- 
ter went up 2(5 feet in the river and 
most of the residents along the rivsr 
had to abandon their homes. From 
Beauceville to Levis, Que., there is a 
distance of 75 miles and, with the ex- 
ception of a few bad curves, the roa«I 
is as good as we can find in Massachu- 
setts. It is a gravel road and very 
wide. 


Tn a little country place between 


Beauceville and L-evis we had some 
difficulty in getting through for about 
75 carriages of all descriptions occu- 
pied the road. 
The residents of the 


district attended a funeral of one of 
the clergymen of the parish and it was 
just our luck to follow the procession 
at the close of the mass. 
We finally 


got to Lavis without any trouble ex- 
cepting a ^little delay en route and 
crossed to Quebec on the ferry. 
After 


seeing the interesting sights of the old 
Canadian city -we Journeyed to St. 
Marc, a little country place between 
Quebec and Three Rivers, a distance 
of about 60 miles from thn Citadel'city. 
The road, which runs parallel with the 
St. Lawrence, is a fine stretch of 
macadam. We arrived at St. Marc-on 
Monday afternoon and the following 
day we enjoyed a well earned rest. On 
Wednesday we returned to Quebec and 
after I had a brief telephone conversa- 
tion v,-ith the mayor of Quebec, Hon. 
Henri Lavlgueur. who, by the way, is a 
former Lowell man, we continued to 
St. Anne de Beaupre, where we visited 
all the points of interest. We returned 
to St. Marc the same night and Thurs- 
day was devoted to rest. 


It might be interesting to note that 


while we were in Quebec we lear'ned 
that although the city is in a dry dis- 
trict any kind of beer, even American 
lager, can be bought. On Friday noon 
we left on our homeward trip via Mon- 
treal. The stretch of road 
between 


Quebec and Montreal is ,as good If not 
better than our Pawtucket boulevard, 
and, as a matter of fact, this good road 
extends as far as Plattshurg-, N. T., via 
Montreal and Rouses Point. We slept 
in Montreal on Friday night and the 
following morning we went out sight- 
seeing. On our way to Montreal we 
stopped at what is known as 'THotel 
du Nord," a hostelry conducted by a 
former Lowell man, J. W. Paradls, Sr. 
After leaving Montreal we went to 
Lacolle, Que., where we were stop pod 
by the immigration officer, who askfid 
us if we were citizens of the 
United 


States and inasmuch as we answered 
in the affimative, we were allowed to 
proceed. 
At Rouses Point. X. Y., we 


stopped at the custom house but our 
effects were not even looked over by 
the officer. We then proceeded to Ma- 
lonc, N. T., where we spent Saturdav 
night and a portion of Sunday. Whilo 
In Malone I was informed that the lo- 
cal agent for the A.&P. Tea Co. disposes 
of between 30 and -10 cases of Jamaica 
Ginger a week; those who have an in- 
clination for liquor often work up a 
jag on ginser which contains 60 per 
cent alcohol. From Malone wo went1 
to Plattsburg and later to Chazy Land- 
Ing, 
where we crossed on the ferry to 


Isle la Mottc, a beautiful spot on Lake 
Cham plain. 
We slept on one of the 


three islands in that part of the great 
lake and the next day we journeyed to 
Burlington. 


While going through WinooskI wo 


visited a former Lowell woman. Mr?. 
Entile Biais, who is conducting a pros- 
perous grocery business; and later w«j 
pushed through Montpelier and Barre. 
T"he latter cily is reputed to be the 
only licensed city in Vermont and that 
accounts for the hundreds of automo- 
biles that were lined up along the main 
street of tho city on the night of our 
visit. The hotels and saloons wore 
filled to overflowing and the old amber 
was flowing very freely. 
We finally 


arrived in Lowell safe and sound after 
covering a distance of over 1200 milon 
without having: had n Hlnglo puncture. 
Tho trip was a most pleasnnt one for 
we had Ideal weather throughout tho 
ton days we were,on the road.

MORE TROUBLE EXPECTED 


Reports from Ireland indicate that

ment. Chief Secretary Shortt is author- 
ity for the statement that.the govern- 
ment policy hereafter will be to treat 
all parts of Ireland alike and to frame 
a measure of home rule for all of Ire- 
land, rather than for any particular 
part of it. This will necessitate a con- 
flict with the followers of Sir Edward 
Carson in Ulster who obtained a liberal 
supply of arms from Germany before 
the beginning of the war in 1914. That 
local dictator, however, has pledged his 
followers to fight stubbornly against 
any attempt on the part of the gov- 
ernment to seize the arms. 


It appears that voluntary recruiting 


has been a disappointment in Ulster as 
well as in the other parts of Ireland 
so that the government may adopt -a 
more vigorous policy. 
"Whether

will mean the enforcement of conscrip- 
tion has not yet been made clear. The

Evidence of Brutal Methods 


Employed by Germany in 


Her Colonies in Africa 


Agreements

Treated as Slaves 


LONDON, Sept. 12.—A report contain- 


ing evidences of the bruial methods 
employed by Germany in ihe admin- 
istration of her colonies in Africa, made 
public today by Kdmond H. J. Gorges, 
act ins secretary of the interior. Union 
o: South Africa, constitutes the Brit- 
ish government's reply to Dr. W. S. 
Solf. the German secretary of state 
for tho colonies that Germany would 
demand the return of her colonies at 
thfi peace conference. 


The. evidences upon which the. report 


is basori. are taken from official Ger- 
man documents :it 
Windhoek, from 


sworn statements by native chiefs and 
by Europeans familiar with the coun- 
try and from the writings of Governor 
Leutwein, who held office from 
1SJ14 


to 1905; Dr. Paul Roherback, Dr. Carl 
Dovo and others. 


When the Germans first arrived, says 


the report, they entered into agree- 
ments with tho native chiefs, but these 
became scraps of paper and then th? 
natives were fraudulently deprived of 
their best land. 
Traders and settlers 


robbed them of their cattle which was 
their only wealth and ihe law subse- 
quently prevented the natives from 
possessing large herds of stocks. The 
natives ware thus driven to work at 
ridiculously inadequate wages and of- 
ten were never paid. They were treat- 
ed like slaves and their women folk 
were habitually maltreated by tho Ger- 
mans who took them into forced con- 
cubinage. 


One of the most significant docu- 


ment: 
lar by Gov. Heltz in 1912 and address*s. | pilot, 
to magistrates in which he refers 10 
the desperate feeling becoming prev- 
alent among- the natives. 
"The rea- 


son," he states, "which unanimously is 
given for this fact is that the brutal 
execcss of European anti-natives are 
already alarmingly increasing. It is

officers 


had become guilty of such offenses in a 
few cases and that such offenses are 
not punished by the courts of law in 
a way that they ought to be, accord- 
ing to a sense of justice to the. na- 
tives."

give some idea of the reign of ter- 
ror existing among: them. He adds: 


"The instances of cruelty, injustice 


and barbarities might be multiplied 
almost Indefinitely. Instances of gross 
bestial conduct which for sheer da- 
pravity and immorality are well nigh 
unbelievable, are also contained in tho 
file of affidavits, but they are hardly 
fit for publication."

PRANCE. Tuesday, Sept. 10. (By the 
Associated Press.)—American 
troops 
ot all units have been instructed to 
kill on the spot anyone who, in time 
of battle, urges surrender or attempts 
to persuade them that further resis- 
tance Is useless. 


These instructions, which originated 


with a certain division and have now 
been universally adopted because they 
proved so popular, were made neces- 
sary, because someone 
in American 


uniform, during a German attack on 
Fismette on Aug. 27, ran among the 
troops, calling upon them to cease re- 
sistance, and declaring that the of- 
ficers advised surrender. 


The instructions 
point 
out that 


these statements were absolutely false, 
.and add: 


"The person who spreads such an 


alarm is either an enemy in our uni- 
: form or one of our own troops who is 
disloyal and a traitor, or one of our 
troops., who has become a panic- 
stricken coward. 
Whoever he is, he 


should bo shot on the spot. In battle, 
there.is not time to inquire into the 
Ideality or motives of persons who 
create panic 
or disorganization, 
or 


who advise surrender. 


"It is the duty of every officer and 


Koldler to kill on the spot any person 
who, 
in a fight, urges anyone to sur- 


render or stop fighting. It makes 110 
difference whether the person is a 
stranger or a friend, an officer or a.

British subjects who will be called 


upon to register today are those be- 
tween IS and 21 and between 31 and 
45; but only men between the ages of 
20 and 44, inclusive, will be affected by 
the terms of the treaty which automat- 
ically places the British subject wlthl.i 
the jurisdiction of the American drafr 
boards at the expiration of the periods 
for voluntary enlistment.

We 
went 
to 
church 
at 


Waterville, 
Maine, 
and 
before 


leaving 
the 
city 
we 
enjoyed 


breakfast. 
Then we proceeded on our 


long trip and finally entered the for- 
est through the mountains. The scenes 
of nature through this ' district were 
most beautiful and were enjoyed by 
the entire party to their fullest extent. 


The surface of the road in the forest 


was excellent, but tha thoroughfare Is 
very narroxv and contains 
numerous 


dangerous curves. In going over this 
road one has to bo mighty careful and 
not drive over 15 miles an hour if he 
cares lor his life. In the. wilderness 
of the Pine Tree state we covered 
distance of 45 miles without seeing one 
dwelling, and often we thought wh:i*. 
would happen if we should meet with 
an accident, so far away from any liv- 
ing soul, but we were consoled by the 
fact that at about every five miles 
there' was a telephone box to be used 
In case of forest flres, but which could 
also be utilized by tourists In distress. 
"We pushed along and finally reached 
the beautiful summer resort known as 
Lake Parlin, where there is a fine hotel 
for the accommodation of excursion- 
ists. We stopped at Lake Parlin inn 
and were served a bountiful dinner. 
"We had 3S more miles to go beforo 
striking the nearest town and this 
proved to be the meanest stretch of 
road of the entire trip, for 
It was 


through a lumber camp district and 
men were -engaged in building the 
road. It took us four hours to cover 
iiS miles and on many occasions our 
machine 
was 
almost overturned. 


Through that district we were Inter- 
ested to see hundreds of woodchoppers 
enjoying themselves near their camps, 
playing quoits and 
other 
outdoor 


games. 


We finally succeeded In getting out 


of the woods without any mishap and 
then we crossed the line at Jackman. 
The latter place Is in Maine, and of 
course, is supposed to be bone dry. 
but that is only a supposition, for the 
so-called Line-House, which is built 
partly in Canada and partly in Maine, 
Is doing a thriving business In selling 
liquor. If one enters the building In 
that portion, which is located in the 
state, of Maine, he is served in Maine 
and if he enters through Canada, he 
is served in the dominion, and there 
is no one to interfere In one country or 
the other. . After leaving Jackman we 
folloxved as far as Beauceville. where 
we spent the night at the beautiful liti- 
tie country hotel, which is located on 
tho banks of the Chaudierc river, a 
very inoffensive stream at this time of 
the year, but one which raises havoc in 
the early spring-. Last spring the wa- 
ter went up 26 feet in the river and 
most of the residents along the rivnr 
had to abandon their homes. Prom 
Beauceville to Levis, Que.. there is a 
distance of 75 miles and, with the ex- 
ception of a few bad curves, the road 
is as good as we can find In Massachu- 
setts. It is a gravel road and very 
wide. 


In a little country place between 


Beauceville and Levis we had some 
difficulty in getting through for about 
75 carriages of aJl descriptions occu- 
pied the road. 
The residents of the 


district attended a funeral of one of 
the clergymen of the parish and it was 
just our luck to follow the" procession 
at the close of the mass. 
"We finally 


got to Levis without any trouble ex- 
cepting: n little delay en route and 
crossed to Quebec on the ferry. 
After 


seeing the interesting sights of the ol'l 
Canadian city we journeyed to St. 
Marc, a little country place between 
Quebec and Three Rivers, a distance 
of about 60 miles from the Citadel city. 
The road, which runs parallel with the 
St. Lawrence, is a fine stretch of 
macadam. "We arrived at St. Marc on 
Monday afternoon 
and the following 


day we enjoyed a.~ well earned rest. On 
"Wednesday we returned to Quebec and 
after I had a brief telephone conversa- 
tion with the mayor of Quebec, Hon. 
Henri Lavigueur, who, by the "way, is a 
former Lowel! man, we continued to | 
St. Anne de Beaupre, where, we visited 
all the points of interest. "We returned 
:o St. Marc the same night and Thurs- 
day was devoted to rest. 


It might be interesting- to note that 


vhile we were in Quebec we learnerl 
that although the city is In a dry dis- 
trict any kind of beer, even American 
ager. can be bousht. On Friday noon 
we left on our homeward trip via Mon- 
treal. The stretch of road 
between 


Quebec and Montreal Is as good If not 
better than our Pawtucket boulevard, 
and, as a matter of fact, this good road 
extends as far as Plnttshurg-, X. T., via 
Montreal and Rouses Point. We slept 
n Montreal on Friday night and tho 
following morning wo went out sight- 
seeing. 
On our way to Montreal W.T 


stopped at what is known aa "1'Hotel 
du Kord," a hostelry conducted by a 
rormer Lowell man, J. "W. Pnradis, Sr. 
\fter leaving Montreal we went to 
Lacoile, Quft., where we were stopped 
by tho immigration officer, who asked 
is if we were citizens of the 
United 


States and Inasmuch as we answered 


the affimative, wo were allowed to 


proceed. At Rouses Point, N. T., wa 
stopped at the custom house but our 
effects were not oven looked over by 
:be officer. We then proceeded to Ma- 
one, 
N. T., where we spent Saturdav 


night and a portion of Sunday. While 
n Ma.one I was Informed that the lo- 
cal agent for the A.&P. Tea Co. disposes 
of between 30 and 40 cases of Jamaica 
Ginger a w^ck; those who have an in- 
clination for liquor often work up a 


on ginger which contains 60 per 


cent alcohol. From Malone we went 
:o Plattsburg and later to Chazy Lami- 
ng, where we crossed on the ferry to 
Isle; la Motte, a beautiful spot on Lake 
^hamplain. 
We slept on one of the 


:hree islands in that part of the great 
ake and the next day we journeyed to 
Burlington. 


While going through Winooski we 


•islted a former Lowell woman, Mrs. 
Emile Blais, who is conducting a pros- 
perous grocery business; and later we 
nished through Montpelier and Barre. 
The latter city is reputed to be the 
inly licensed city In Vermont and that 
iccounta for the hundreds of automo- 
tilea that were lined up along the, main 
treet of the city on tho night of our 
•Islt. The hotels and saloons wore 
filled to overflowing nml tho old amber 
vag flowing very freely. 
"We finally 


xrrivsd In Lowell safe and sound after 
ovoring a distance of over 1200 miles 
vjthout having had n. ulngle puncture. 
The trip was a, mor-t pleasant one for 
vo had ideal weather throughout the 
en days wo were on tho' road.

The people are led to tbis conclusion 
by the.i'ucl that the high command has 
already admitted that offensive war- 
fare must be abandoned, and 
that 


hereafter Germany must fight on the 
defensive for her own existence. 


Some of the German newspapers are 


permitted to stale the situation with 
a much nearer approach to the truth 
than would have been tolerated in the 
past. They show that Germany is los- 
ing at every point, that the initiative 
in the war has been taken away from 
her by the strategy of General Foch, 
that the U-boats have failed to hamper 
the. 
action of the entente allies 
in 


transporting munitions of war and a 
large army from the United States. 
They also dwell upon the fact that 
while German resources in men, monev 
indraw materials are almost exhaust- 
ed, those of the allies are practically 
inexhaustible. They evidently foresee 
what is coming and the sentiment for 
peace is everywhere becumingstronger. 
The war critics an- pessimistic owing 
to the arrival of a great American 
army in France and the arrangement 
for an army of several millions next 
year. The prospect is already stagger- 
Ing those who in the past have been 
the staunch supporters of German 
militarism.

sibilities of citizenship so that if war 
should come there will be no question 
as to his loyalty, and no division of his 
allegiance between this nation and any 


its enemies. 


MORE TROUBLE EXPECTED 


Reports from Ireland indicate that 
he government is soon to make a. move 
n the direction of general disarma- 
ment. Chief Secretary Shortt is author- 
ly for the statement that the govern- 
ment policy hereafter will be to treat 
all parts of Ireland alike and to frame 
a measure of home rule for all of Ire- 
and. 
rather than for any particular 


>art of it. This will necessitate a con- 
flict with the followers ot Sir Edward 
Carson in Ulster who obtained a liberal 
supply of arms from Germany before 
the beginning of the war in 1911. That 
ocal dictator, however, has pledged hia 
followers to fight stubbornly against 
any attempt on the part of the gov- 
ernment to seize the arms. 


It appears tbat voluntary recruiting 


las been a disappointment in Ulster as 
well as in the other parts of Ireland 
so that the government may adopt a 
more vigorous policy. Whether

will mean the enforcement of conscrip- 
tion has not yet been made clear. The

NEW REPUBLICAN ISSUE 


Certain republican leaders are bring- 


ing out a new issue on which to appeal 
to the country in support of their can- 
didates in the fall elections. It is to 
the effect that with a senate and house 
controlled by the republican party, 
there will be less risk of a compromise 
peace. That is certainly a far-fetched 
issue and one for which there can be 
no justification whatever. The critics 
of President Wilson accused him of 
being a pacifist befnre the war. 
The 


president showed his conservatism by 
avoiding a declaration of war until he 
found public sentiment in the country 
prepared for it. To drag the country 
into war before the time was ripe for 
such a step would have been a grave 
mistake. 
President Wilson exercised 


his judgment In the matter and the 
eequel shows that he followed the right

Many From Outside 


It is expected that approximately 


13,000 Lowell, men will be registered 
but there will be a lot of work done 
here which will not show in the re- 
turns. There are hundreds of men be- 
tween 18 and 4a working in local am- 
munition factories and they, of course, 
registered, in this city. Their registra- 
tion certificates must be forwarded to 
the exemption board of their'.home 
town and they will be forwarded a 
card to show that they have registered 
from their own hoard. Thus, the work 
of actual registration will be done by 
Lowell but the credit will go to the 
city or town where the registrant's 
home is. 


Also, vice versa, a lot of cards will 


come to Lowell for Lowell men living 
out of town. The work of registering 
them will have been 
done by soma 


other city or town but the credit will 
go to Lowell. 


Following the noon hour rush, most 


of the registrars were able to get away 
for a bite to eat as a shift system had 
been arranged whereby other volun- 
teers would come in during the after- 
noon hours. This evening coffee and 
sandwiches will be served as it is ex- 
pected that the work will be at its 
height at that time and every man will 
be needed. 


In every precinct whore there was 


any possibility of foreigners register- 
ing-, an interpreter was on hand an:l 
some of the registrars devoted them- 
selves solely to the task of enrolling 
men who could not speak 
English. 


With the aid of the interpreters, the 
work was done speedily and the confu- 
sion that was encountered in the 1917 
registration was avoided to a largo 
extent, 


Good Order Prevails 


• There was hardly any sign of dis- 
turbance about the city anywhere on 
registration day. • The 
saloons we.-e 


closed and everything was accom- 
plished In an orderly manner. 


The various exemption boards were 


kept busy registering men who camo 
to them instead of going to a polling 
booth and a large burden was taken 
off the shoulders of the volunteer reg- 
I-trars in this way. 


It is expected that today's registra- 


tion will have produced the names of 
13,000 Lowell men under the selective 
service act. In June, 1917, abc.ut 10, 
000 men were registered and 'various 
supplementary registrations since then 
have brought another 1000. This means 
that the total number of men who have 
ottered themselves In Lowell under the 
selective service act will be in ' the 
neighborhood 
of 
24,000 
when 
the 


"polls" close this evening. 


James J. Gallagher, chairman of the 


local exemption boards and the man at 
the head of today's big registration in 
Lowell, was kept on the jump contln 
ually all day looking after tho details 
of tho big task. Ho expressed hhnnell 
well pleased with the way things wero 
working: and said that ho more than 
appreciated . thp co-operation 
afforded 


him not only by tho volunteer regls- 
trarn but also by the registrants them- 
selves nn well an everybody else con- 
nected with tho work,

Hundreds of agents of the

or medicines containing similar alka- 
loids, and on these reports is based the 
estimate that at least 1,500,000 persons 
in the United States are drug addicts 
of whom 1,000,000 are knovrn as such 
in their communities, and the balance 
secret drug users.

Boston, September 


12.—A bill 10 compel every city in the 
commonwealth to establish 
continua- 


tion schools for the 
instruciion 
of 


working1 children between 14 and 16 
years of aere will be presented to thf* 
next legislature by the stata board of 
education; at present the law is per- 
missive, and few cities have taken ad- 
vantage of H. 


Dr. Payson Smith, commissioner of 


education, declared yesterday that it is 
the plain duty of the state 
to pass 


such a law for the protection of thou- 
sands of youths who are enlaced in 
industry. His views 
were 
expressed 


while discussing the subject of educa- 
ion as affected by the new draft. 


"Federal authorities," he said, "are 


wisely taking great care 
to 
protect 


the educational Interests of the IS and 
19 year old youths who aro likely to 
be called into military 
service. 
But 


there'is another class of our youth 
whose educational interests must be 
protected by the state. I refer to those 
of our boys and jdrls between the ti^es 
of fourteen and sixteen who, under tho 
stress of war emergency, have 
left 


school to enjratre in industry. 


'•The city oi Boston has continuation 


schools for employed minors, 14 to 16 
years of acre, in which there were en- 
rolled during1 the last year more than 
10.000 youths. Outside of Boston there 
are more than 35,000 other minors of 
this age group who have left school 
to enter employment with no opportu- 
nity, except evening- schools, to con- 
tinu'e their education. 


"Chapter S05 of the 
acts 
of 1913 


makes it possible for other cities 
to 


establish 
continuation 
school privi- 


leges at. once. It is to be hoped that 
every city wherein considerable nuni- 
bers of youths between 14 and 16 have 
left school will act under the statute, 
and at once. The legislature next yaar 
will be urged to make this law man- 
datory."

Chiefs 
Broken—Natives 


Treated as Slaves 


LONDON'. Sept. 12.—A report contain- 


ing evidences of the brutal methods 
employed by Germany in the admin- 
istration of her colonies in Africa, made 
public today by Edmond H. J, Gorges, 
acting secretary of the interior. Union 
of South Africa, constitutes the Brit- 
ish government's reply ^to Dr. W. B. 
Polf. the German secretary of staie 
for the colonies thai Germany. wouH 
demand ihe return of her colonies at 
the peace conference. 


The evidences upon which the report 


is based, are taken from official Ger- 
man documents at Windhoek, from 
sworn statements by native chiefs arid 
by Europeans familiar with the coun- 
try and from the writings of Governor 
Lie-in woin. who held office from IS54 
to 1905; Dr. Paul Roherback, Dr. Carl 
Dovo and others. 


When the Germans first arrived, says 


the report, they entered into agree- 
ments with the native chiefs, but these 
aecanie scraps of paper and then the 
nailvgs were fraudulently deprived of 
their best land. Traders and settlers 
'obbed them of rheir rattle which was 
their only wealth and the law subse- 
quently prevented the natives from 
possessing large herds of stocks. The 
natives were thus, driven to work at 
ridiculously inadequate wages and of- 
ten wore never paid. They were treat- 
ed like slaves and their women folk 
were habitually maltreated by the Ger- 
mans who took, them into forced con- 
cubinage. 


One of the most significant docu- 


ments in the report is a secret circu- 
lar by Gov. Hells in 1912 and address-rl 
to magistrates in which he refers to 
the desperate feeling becoming prev- ! 
alent among the natives. "The rea- i 
son," he states, "which unanimously is ; 
given for this fa£t is that the brutal 
execess of European anti-natives are 
already alarmingly increasing. 
It is 


regrettable that even police officers 
had become guilty of such offenses in a 
few cases and that such offenses are 
not punished by the courts of law in 
a way that they ought to be, .accord- 
ing to a sense of justice to the na- 
tives." 


Acting Secretary 
Gorges 
supplied 


sworn statements from natives whicn 
give some idea of the reign of ter- 
ror existing among them. He adds: 


"The instances of cruelty, injustice 


and barbarities might be multiplied 
almost indefinitely. Instances of gross 
bestial conduct which for sheer ds- 
pravily and immorality are well nigh 
unbelievable, are also contained in the 
file of affidavits, but they are hardly 
fit for publication."
